NO FURTHER CHANGE IN 
RUSSIANS. 


STATE OF NATIONAL FINANCE. 
(FROM OUR FINANCIAL CORRESPONDBNT.) 
LONDON, Waepwespay. 

Stock Exchange business continues to be held 
up by the Russian situation, and to-day’s 
volume cf transactions in practically all the 
leading departments of the House was small. 
The undertone, however, was steady, and the 
strong measures urged by the Petrograd 
authorities against military deserters made a 
good impression. Another helpful factor was 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer’s fresh over- 
night analysis of the national finances, which 
was distinctly more encouraging than had been 
looked for, in view of some of the Chancellor's 
previous remarks in the same connection. Gilt- 
edged securities wore a quietly checkered ap- 
pearance. Among miscellaneous  gilt-edged 
issues Indian Government Loans were not so 
firm, the Threes and the 34 p.c. a each falling 
i to 57 and 67 respectively. The Irish Land 
s;oans were quiet around previous levels. 


FOREIGN BONDS HEAVY. 

In the Foreign market conditions were lethar- 
gic throughout. Allied Bonds enjoyed a steadier 
tone on the whole, but they kept close around 
previous quotations. Russians were without 
change, while French Fives kept around 803, 
and Japancse Bonds were sluggish at previous 
levels. Enemy issues were nominal, and the 
recent marking forward of quotations has 
ceased.

A CHRONICLE OF PROGRESS | 


AND POSSIBILITIES.

ARTICLE Iii. 


In a series of Articles to follow this 
one at weekly intervals, the “ Irish 
Times ” will seek to give news of all 
developments in regard to the rebuild- 
ing of the city, and treat in an infor- 
mative marner the numerous aspects 
of the question. 


HOPEFUL SIGNS. 


There are now stirrings in Sackville street 
which give promise that it will in a compata- 
tively short time begin once more to assume 
its wonted dignity as one of the finest streets 
in.-Europe. Looking north one sees that 
Kelly’s een shop, now possessed by 
Kapp and Peterson, is bright in the possession 
of a new frontage, clean-looking, if it be 
austere—while on the right hand two or 
three buildings now raise high heads above 
the ruins, and Eden quay displays signs that 
its stark appearance will soon be changed 
for something better. North Earl street, on 
the one hand, is beginning to assume once 
more a normal appearance, while, on the other 
hand, in Henry street great progress. has 
ben made, though plans in regard to the re- 
building of the G.P.O. yet remain a mystery, 
and the fate of the Coliseum Theatre is a 
matter for speculation. However, the centre 
of the city presents decidedly an air of pro- 
gress and symptoms of anxiety to get to busi- 
ness once more in the old quarters. In view 
of the fact that this rebuilding is for pos- 
terity, or at least it is to be hoped so, one 
would like to see some evidences of a more 
extended use of stone. The predominant im. 
pression one gains is that of brick, but, of 
course, tha finished buildings have yet to be 


IRELAND’S STONE RESOURCES. 

Those who desire to use native stone 
will have no lack of fields, or, rather, quarries, 
to choose from, though it is usually taken as 
an axiom that the stone of a district is the 
best for use in that district, so kindly is 
Mother Nature, on occasions, in meeting the 
needs of her children. ‘lhe variety of stone 
in this country gives ample latitude in design, 
and in choice of colour, texture, and suita- 
bility for various purposes. . Many of the 
finest buildings in Dublin have been con- 
structed of Dublin or Wicklow granite, 
with ornament carried out in Portland stone. 
Trinity College, or, at least, the main portion ; 
the Four Courts,sand the Custom House are 
examples, and very fine examples, of what can 
be done in Dublin Mountain granite: and 


Leinster House, also, is constructed of that } 


stone. It is a stdne easily quarried, being 
nearithe surface, erosion having removed most 
of the covering matter, and is also a material 
of great durability. Ireland has also good 
supplies of limestone and sandstone, the 
latter including the millstone grit, which is 
valuable for its hard-wearing qualities, so 
necessary in door ‘treads and landings, for 
instance. ” 


NATIVE LIMESTONE. 

Seme very fine buildings in Dublin have 
been constructed of limestone. 
instance, the Uister Bank, a very handsome 
erection, and also the Hibernian Bank, in 
College Green, while in Nassau street the 
offices of the North British and Mercantile 
Association form a landmark of considerable 
architectural beauty. Limestone is used also 
for providing dressings for some Dublin 
buildings. Messrs. Arnott’s in Henry street 
affords an exaimple. Skerries is, of course, 
well known, as a source of limestone supply ; 
while Ballinasloe is another area from which 
the stone is secured, and the Ballybeggan 
limestone quarries will not be forgotten. ire- 
land offers @ useful range of sandstones, pro 
viding for @ variety of requirements. Mostly 
they are found in the North. Mount Charles 
stone is a hard stone of the kind, and is used 
with discretion and to excellent effect in the 
construction @f the Technical Schools in 
Dublin. . 

Marble is plentiful throughout the country, 
well diversified in colour, and equal in quality 
to foreign pradvete:* In Cork these is a red 
marble, an exeellent stone; and in Midleton, 
County Cork, there is found a harder and 
more brilliant stene. In Kilkenny there ore 
jet black, fossil, and dove grey marbles, while 
there is the “‘ Connemara serpentine '’ stone, 
which is often miscalled marble: it is an ad. 
mirable material for decorative purposes. In 
the same district, too, is the white marble 
tinted with green and red, and suitable for 
use in place of foreign martiles. In thia ques. 
tion of the use of steme an important element 
is the excellent behaviour in fire of stone, in 
contrast with metal, werk when employed for 
pillars and girders. :
